A WASHINGTON dispatch says the 


financial recommendations of the 
President and Briatow do not by any 
tnettns meet with the approval of a 
majority of the Democrats. Several

Specie Resumption Act of last Janu- 
ary. 
There is no power that can 


prevent this question from being 
discussed, and when it in, the amen- 
ities that now exist are bound to go 
by the board.

Let him explain to 
his fellow Senators the unjust dis- 
criminations and oppressive exactions 
practiced towrrd the people of this 
Coast by the corporation they assist- 
ed to create, and let him demand that 
his constituents be given justice. 
Gorham, if he is not a liar, will set 
his seal of approval upon his friend's 
remarks, and other men identified 
with the interests of the slope will 
extend a cordial hand.

affair. The fast* regarding; this letter 
of Whitehill to the Sentinel are these: 
After the row with tho Executive 
Committee on Nov. 13th Mr. White- 
hill went to his office in the Capitol. 
He was soon folio wed by a messenger 
from tho Committee, who demanded 
the minutes of the State Board of Com- 
missioners and also Mr. Whitehall's 
private note books. The messenger 
was requested to return and say that 
Mr. Whitehill did not recognize their 
authority to make any such demand. 
Subsequently Mr. Whitehill returned 
to the presence of the Committee 
with some bills whiuh were due him 
for settlement, and finding the mem- 
bers in a better humor to listeu to 
him than when he had left, he in- 
formed them that he hod no desire 
to prevent their seeing the minutes, 
but he did deny their right to 
make any

demand;

recognize their authority in the man- 
agement of Centennial affairs and 
there was nothing in the law or in 
their minutes giving any such au- 
thority as they had assumed. On the 
promise of the Committee that the 
minutes should be returned they were 
permitted to see them.

amination of tho minutes and the 
Centennial Act the committee were 
convinced that Mr. Whitehill was 
right. Mr. Stevenson then in his as- 
sumed position as Chairman of the 
State Board wrote out a call for a 
meeting to be held November 20th, 
and Mr. Whitehill, as Secretary, was 
requested to give notice to the mem • 
bars.

THE State Board of Centennial 


Managers met Fiilay in Carson and 
appropriated $8,900 for a quartz mill.

OROPH Of 
TUB UNITED STATBO. 


The following extracts are taken 


from the printed monthly report of 
Agriculture for November and De- 
cember: 


COBS—November returns indicate 


that the crop of 1875 was one of the 
largest ever grown in the country, 
probably equalling the very large 
crops of 1870 and 1872. It in at least 
one-fourth greater than the crop of 
1874, and about one-third larger than 
the crop of 1869, as reported in the 
last census. The quality of the crop 
is below thiit of 1874. In most of the 
States, and especially in the States 
north of Ohio, floods and Btrrms 
were especially destructive to crops 
iu the large valleys, but the injury 
from thin source was greatly exag- 
gerated in the first reports of the 
newspaper press. 


On the Pacific Coast the quality 


of the crop is nearly equal to last 
year's. 


COTTON—The November returns 


make a direct comparison of the pro- 
duct of this year with that of 1874, as 
the former reports of its Condition 
has indicated. The States bordering 
on the AtUntio all show reduced pro- 
ducts, and tho*e in the Mississippi 
Valley an increased yield. Prior to 
November 1st, killing frosts had ap- 
peared in the more northern States 
of the cotton belt. In some counties 
o& Northern Georgia, and in districts 
north of the Tennessee river, in Ala- 
bama, and elsewhere, tho cottoc 
plant is uninjured, and generally in 
vigorous growth ou the best lands. 


Frotii a review of the monthly re- 


turns of correspt ndents, it appears 
that the area in cotton was increased 
about two per cent. It may be said 
that accurate figuring of November 
make the per cent ages of an aggre- 
gnte yield, approximating 390,000 
biileti, not 50,000 less, as homo have 
calculated, and it is almost certain 
the crop for the season will pass the 
limit of 400,000 balos. 


TOBACCO—-The November returns 


indicate an increase in the tobacco 
yield of over 75 per cent, us iora- 
pared with last year, when a partial 
failure was experienced. 
All the 


large tobacco States show a marked 
increase of production, oipociilly 
Tennessee anil Kentucky. The New 
England crop increased about 10 per 
cent, in quantity. The other tobacco 


tes of the Atlantic slope indicate 


an increased production 
and im- 


proved quality. 
Georgia and the 


Gulf States show an increased jield. 
The yield of Tennessee increased 
enormously over last year. 
In nil 
the States west of the Mississippi 
there is a great increase. Charitian 
and Howard counties, Missouri, will 
probably market ten million pounds 
each, of a fine quality. 


In Contra Costa county, California, 


an experiment in tobacco culture 
.ipon thirty acres of dry soil, uuirri- 
Oated, was quite successful. It is 
hought that California can raise a 
rery fine article of smoking tobacco.

A SAN FRANCISCO dispatch of the 


10th say* the steauier Los Angeles ar- 
rived at Victoria at 2 p. M. Thursday, 
having been discovered and taken in 
tow by H. B. If. gunboat Rocket, 
twenty miles . from port. The en- 
gines of the steamer Iios Angole* 
broke down ninety-five miles south 
of the Columbia river,- when 44 
hours out from this port. She had 
been eight days under sail. One 
seaman was swept overboard during 
• gale. The news of her safety 
cause* great relief in the oeoraunity. 


This is the season of the year when 


marine disasters are usually the most 
frequent, on account of the stormy 
weather incident to the rigors of 
winter. 
The report of casualties to 


vessels in November, in which the 
United States hod an interest, has 
just been made public. The list em- 
braces 48 vessels, including 27 schoon- 
ers, the remainder being about equal- 
ly divided between steamers, ships, 
barks and brigs. 
The value of the 


property destroyed or missing, ex- 
clusive of cargoes, is given at $1,046,- 
000. 
During the same month last 


year there were 38 marine disasters, 
involving a loss of $460.000. 
The 


list of disasters last month ia which 
San Francisco was interested consist- 
ed of tho steamer Pacific, wrecked 
while on her way down from Pnget 
Sound; the ship Orphans, bound 
north in ballast; ship Liguiria, lost 
off Callao with a cargo of Puget 
Sound lumber; bark Camilla Cavour, 
lost on a similar voyage; bark Flor- 
ence, lost on her way from Port 
Discovery with lumber for San Fran- 
cisoo; brig Willimantio, lost on her 
way down from Hnmboldt with lum- 
ber; and the new schooner Sunshine, 
wrecked while on her way to Coos 
Bay. 
Th» ship Itasca from Balti- 


more for San Francisco is mentioned 
as missing, but has since been re- 
ported as spoken on the 4th of July 
in latitude 30 south. 
She was then 


70 days out, and apparently all right, 
but grave doubts are now entertained 
of her safetr-
